“On receiving 
the summons, 1 wrote to the president 
of the court asking for a postpone- 
ment. He evidently did not grant my 
request, but he never notified me one 
way or the other.

Another amateur tattooer pricked out

LAGUE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

A dispatch from Washington, pub- 
lished in The Times yesterday morn- 
ing, conveys the information that 
many State boards of health are 
threatening to declare a quarantine 
against the State of California unless 
San Francisco does something more 
heroic than she has done heretofore 
to stamp out the bubonic plague in 
that city. The dispatch further states 
that in all probability “within the next 
two weeks the Federal authorities will 
take complete control of the alleged 
bubonic plague situation in San Fran- 
cisco, unless a better understanding 
can be arrived at with the city and 


After all the foolish and needless 
fuss that has been made over this mat- 
ter, the truth of the existence of bu- 
bonic plague in San Francisco has been 
clearly estalished at last. The childish 
efforts of the Governor and some of 
the’ health authorities at San Fran- 
cisco to conceal the truth were in vain. 
While the number of deaths from 
the disease has not been large, during 
the past few months, these deaths 
have clearly shown the e of the 
plague, fully supporting the ition 
taken by the national health authort- 
ties in the beginning. There should 


The fact that the disease exists should 
be at once recognized, and the most 


to stamp it out, once and for all. 
If the Federal health authorities take 
hold of this matter, as they appear to 
contemplate doing, they will no doubt 
make short work of it. They are not 
given to trifling in such matters.

PURPORT OF AMENDMENTS. 

Amendment No. 4, relating to schools, 
provides for a general tax levy 
throughout the State for the support 
of high schools and technicul schools. 
It makes the high school a State in- 
stead of a district institution. The tax 
for their support is to be in addition 
to the common-schooi tax. The pro- 
posed amendmeasat is explained more 
fully in another column of this issue, 
together with the indorsement of edu- 
cators and others who are working for 
its adoption. 

FISH AND GAME DISTRICTS. 

Amendment No. 18 proposes to add 
to Article TV of. the Constitution a new 
section providing for the division of 


the State into fish and game districts

An Interview With Hon. 
John Barrett.

[North China Daily News, Sept. 
26 The Crown Prince of Siam will 
arrive in America en route home from 
Europe about October 1. Atter re- 
maining in the United States until the 
middie of November, he will sail from 
San Francisco for Japan, and then 
proceed south, via Shanghai and 
Hongkong to Bangkok. He should 
reach this neighborhood about January 
1. Taking advantage of the presence 
in Shanghai of John Barrett, late 
United States Minister to Siam, and 
now Commissioner-General to the 
Orient for the St. Louis World's Ex- 
position, the North China Daily News 
has secured from him the following 
interview about Siam, its King, and his 
son, the Crown Prince, which will be 
of interest, in view of the latter's e- 
turn home after an absence of ten 
years. in England, Mr. Barrett said: 
“The return of Vajiravudh, ‘he 
Crown Prince of Siam, by the way of 
America, Japan and China, has more 
than the usual significance attached 
to the visits in foreign, lands of such 
Princes. ile the assertion cannot 
be made as absolutely positive, it is 
not improbable that, if the Crown 
Prince reports Tavorably on his — 
tion and experiences in these lands, 
his father, the King, Chulalonkorn I, 
will in the near future decide to go 
to America by the way of Japan. There 
is no doubt that he would like to un- 
dertake this tour, if political condi- 
tions in Siam will permit. There is 
no question, moreover, in my mind, 
that he would be well received in 
America, where better acquaintance 
with him and his remarkable kingdom 
is bei developed through interest in 
the visit of his son. . 

“From remarks we sometimes hear, 
made by those unfamiliar with the 
record and character of King Chula- 
lonkorn, and with the progress and 
prosperity of Slam, it would seem as 
if there was general ignorance of the 
real quantities of this monarch, and 
of the conditions and possibilities of 
his country. The King is undoubtediy 
a man of rare ability and force.
